From time to time members 
of the Alberta’ Association for 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis 
are being asked what. steps 
they ure taking towards com- 
bating the disease or if they 
are tuking any ? As viceepres- 
ident of the béard of control I 
have been requested to give to 
the public a brief report of the 
work accomplished atid a state- 
ment of our plans for the im- 
mediate future. 


Several meetings have been 
held at Calgary where the As- 
sociation was first organized, 
under the presidency of Mr. 
Johu A. MeDouyall, of Edmon- 
ton. The Dominion Govern- 
ment are giving 820 acres be- 
ween Mitford aud Radnor for 
the erection of a sanatorium, a 
board of control was elected to) 
make the necessary arrange- 
ments and to obtain letters of 
incorporation for the institu- 
tion. The president of this 
board is Mr. William George- 
son, of Calgary. 

Alveady some municipalities 
have contributed asumamount- 
ing to over $4,000 for a propa- 
ganda fund and for the purpose 
of securing suitables plans for 
the building. The success of 
this fund in a large measure is 
due to the untiring efforts of 
Mrs. Harold Riley, of Calgary, 
As yet, Edmonton or the other 
cities have contributed noth- 
ing. 

Itis the intention of ourasse> 
ciation to request the legisla- 
ture of the Province of Alberta 
to erect, equip and maintain a 
Provincial sanatorium on the) 
320 acres to be donated by the 
Dominion Government. In) 
this purpose we feel we will 
have the unqualified support of | 
all vight-thinking ratepayers | 
throughout Alberta, whatever) 
theie political stripe. In order | 
that there may be no question | 


payers of the province of Al- 
berta have contributed nothing 


‘for the care of their tubercular 


patients, except their per tiem 
grant, or forthe stamping out 
of this disease, In this respect 
we do not hesitate to say that 
further disregard to the spread 
of tuberculosis is to become al- 
most eriminally negligent in 
the administration of our sani- 
tury affairs and inexecusably 
blind to our own best economic 
interests, ‘ 


People who are a menace to 
the community because of brain 
disease are sent to’ Ponoka and 
puid for by the provinge if they 
cannot afford to pray for them- 
selves. People who are » men-: 
ace by reason of small-pox, 
diphtheria or other infectious 
diseases are properly caved for 
and isolated by the authorities. 

This same principal should 
be applied to the treatment and 
eure for tuberculosis, the hide- 
ous, ever-present vampire which 
hus threatened the vitality of 
our race, Because of the grip 
it has required this is a prob- 
lem beyond the capacity of 
private purses to solve and 
must inevitably be faced by 
the different provinces and by 
the Dominion as a whole. It is 
no mere puzzle in pathology to 
be dealt with by specialists in 
hygiene or medical health offi- 
cers but is a matter of the gra- 
vest national significance and 
one which, if neglected be- 
comes in the widest sense a 
national calamity. 

When it was explained to 
his late Majesty King Edward 
VIL, that tuberculosis Was a 
preventable disease, his majesty 
remarked, “If preventable, why 
not prevent it ?” The question

Dar og tag Man ot tno Ootarerh 
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culture College, is the author of this 
bulletin, and he demenstrates, after 
a series of investigations covering 13 
years, that lightning rods are the .pro- 
tection that science claims them to 
be. In Ontario in 1912 the efficiency 
of rods Was 94% per cent. From the 
reports of insurance companies, Prof. 
Day found that in every 200 farm 
buildings insured, 42 were rodded, 
which is 21 per cent. hut out of every 
200 farm buildings struck by lightn- 
ing only 3 were rodded. In this con- 
nection Prof. Day observes “We 
should have expected 42 if the rods 
were no good.” 

Lightning rods in Iowa are record- 
ed as showing an efficiency of 98.7 
per cent. cfid inspected rods in Mich- 
igan show an efficiency of 99.9 per 
cent. Records in Iowa show that for! 
the eight years 1905-1912 the average 
number of insurance companies car- 
rying risks on rodded buildings was 
55. The highest number of companies 
reporting. in any one year was 68 and 
the lowest 46. The total lightning, 
claims paid by all these companies 
for the whole eight years on rodded | 
buildings was only $4,464.30—an in- 
crease of $10.15 per company per 
year. On rodded buildings they paid 
to the 
large sum of $341,965.32, which is an 
average of $775.15 per company per 
year, and the number of unrodded 
buildings was the same as the rodded 
ones. 

In Michigan where a company in- 
sures only rodded buildings which 
have been inspeced a risk of $55,172,- 
075 was carried during four years and 
damage claims arising from lightning 
duritg that time totalled only $32. 

This and other proofs subimtted 
by Prof. Day are practical demonstra- 
tions of the scientific fact that lightn- 
ing rods properly installed are a pro- 
tection. In giving directions for the 
proper rodding of buildings the read- 
er is reminded that lightning is elec- 
tricity. Prof. Day asserts that rods 
should be tn metallic connection with 
the puilding and that no insulators 
should be used. This method of at- 
tachment is directly opposite to that 
adopted when lightning rods were 
first used.

SOCIALIST % CAP,T \LISTS, 


In Germany They Control a Third of 
the Money. 


Socialism and capitalism were once 
aligned as antagonistic ideas. It re- 
quirod the acqu' itive mind of the 
German to unite the two, 

It is in Germany, the hotbed of So- 
cialism, that the new Socialistic cap- 
|Italism is obtaining vogue. It came 
‘about this wise: 

A representative of the Socialistic 
| bank clerks’ organization went to his 
|é@'rectore and requested an increase 
in wages for himself anf bis fellows. 
He was discharged. Under threat of 


‘removing their united deposits from 


|the Deutsche Bank, the great money 
bank of all Burope, the Socialist par- 
|ty demanded the clerk's reinstate- 
;ment. The bank has refused again, 
The General Commission of Social 
| Democratic Labor Unions of Germany 
has now convoked a meeting to de- 
termine whether the unions of the 
country shall withdraw their deposits 
from the national bank and start a 
bank of their own. 

The very threat to do this caused 
almost a panic in the money market 
of Europe. For the first time it caus- 
ed capitalistic Europe to realize that 
the balance of power, capitalistic as 
well as political, had been transferred 
to the Socialists. This is an alarm- 
ing thing for the old order. It means 
that in the future there will be few, 
if any, Morgans an! Rothschilds, that 
the money power will be exerted by 
the people at large. 

In Germany, specifically, Socialism 
now claims one-third of the country's 
population and at least one-third of 
its accumulated capital ef $4,450,- 
000,000 in the banks of the country. 
The doctrines of Socialism have at- 
tracted rich men to its ranks. Many 
millionaires have found in Socialism 
what they could not find in capital- 
ism, a place to become influential. 
In the old regime a newly rich capi- 
talist had little chance to exert a 
nation-wide influence. He finds, if 
he affiliates with the Socialist party 
that he becomes at once a power in 
finance, dictating «he policy of a great 
and rich organization. 

InGermany Socialists are abandon- 
ing the idea that all capitalism is 
wrong, and substituting therefore the 
idea that capitalism is right if it is 
Socialistic capitalism. To destroy 
capitalism as an evil, it is contended 
the first need is capital. 

Already Socialistic capital has 
financed numerous loans, being ob- 
tainable at a lower rate than private 
capital. It is collective saving, col- 
lective bargaining, collective loaning 
and collective profit sharing. The 
large accumulations of members of 
the Socialistic party in Germany are 
due to the natural. thrift of the na- 
tion and to the good business man- 
agement. The Socialistic ranks in 
Jermany are not conspicuous.now for 
the unwashed and unkempt. Adher- 
ents of the doctrines of Herr Bebel 
‘are as well dressed and prosperous 
as members of the aristocratic Na- 
| tional- Liberal party of avowed capi- 
| talism, 

The entry of Socialism into capital- 
ism means the elimination of the in- 
dividual capitalist and the substitu- 
tion of the collective capitalist; it 
means a cessation of accumulation of 
a few vast individual fortunes and a 
multiplication of the number of 
smaller, but more widely distributed 
fortunes. It Js the latest Utopian idea 
of an intelligent proleteariat.

The mem- 
bers of the clan may nymber several 
thousands, and no family ts supposed 
to adopt an innovati unless the 
entire clan agree to the procedure. 
These native clans are presided over 
by certain elders, who possess arbi- 
trary authority ‘to dictate the policy 
of the clan. Their powers extend 
even to capital punishment, When 
they deem any project tnwise or un- 
| necessary for one or two families of 
“| their entire clan, the matter is usual- 
ly settled and “sat upon” by their 
arbitrary rulings. 

As these clan elde are among 
the aged type of the Gelestial, with 
astrophied mental processes as well 
as an utterly withered spirit of 
youth, they are always counted upon 
to remain on the side of well-season- 
ed Chinese precedent, | 

The traditions of tha native clans, 
like those of the family unit, are not 
considered matters of mere conven- 
jience. These traditions, in reality, 
possess the sanctity of a religion. It 
is simply another form of the ever- 
present ancestor worship. It is this 
laiter which forms such a tremen- 
dously effective barrier against in- 
novation and change among the Mon- 
golians, 

When the parent of . family dies, 
it is not so much a matter of rever- 
ence for parental niemory that keeps 
the living family members in the 
paths of righteousness which the 
parent was supposed to tread.

Thus it bag 
been that the constraint of one gen- 
eration has been handed down un- 
changed to those of successive gen- 
erations,

Electric Light In Egypt 
Egypt promises soon to follow the 
lead of more advanced countries in 
great schemes of electric power de- 
velopment. As a result of the build- 
ing of the Assouan dam on the Nile, 
the primary object of which was to 
conserve water fcr irrigation. pur- 
poses, the development c’ 5,000 horse 
power in the for.o of electrical ener- 
gy has been mada possible. Different 
purposes to which this power can be 
applied are being considered. One 
horse power will manufacture 
two tons of calcium cyanamide in one 
year, and thus the Assouan power 
could turn out 100,000 tons per an- 
num—that is to say, £900,000 worth 
of the fertilizing agent most exten- 
sively required in Egypt. Another 
use the power could be put to, as 
shown by Sir William Willcocks’ re- 
cent work, is summef irrigation, on | 
an even tmore extensive scale than at 
present provided for. It is also pro- 
posed to utilize the power in the 

weaving of silk.

had not grasped the possibility 
of a thorough remedy, 

At the beigunifiy of the 19th 
century all the hospitals were 
private; at'’the close of it, 
two-thirds of them were al- 
ready maintained and provid- 
ed by the public authorities and 
out of the public funds, This 
change has resulted from a 
higher conception of duty, or 
shall we say, self-preservation, 
on the part of the nation. 

So late as 1842, the British 
nation refused to help a fever 
hospital. Now the nation is re- 
sponsible, as Sy. wc in Canada, 
for all notified infectious dis- 
eases and for the great bulk of 
our non-infectious diseases. 

Philanthropy is no true fune- 
tion of -a healthy society. It 
has in the past played a prom- 
inent role because, as we said 
before, politicians did not un- 
derstand their craft nor citizens

In the final analysis the mon- 
ey for hospital maintenance 
comes from the pockets of the 
citizens but it is our contention 
that the present cost of provid- 
ing for the sick is excessive as 
well as inadequate and that 
the simplest and most satis- 
factory method is through di- 
rect taxation. Besides, a man 
or women who goes to a pro- 
|vincial or municipal hospital,
